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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP

See MPEP §310.

The use of the trademarks "Surgisis" and "Alloderm" has been noted in this 
application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the 
generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner that might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear what the Applicant is claiming. The preamble is 
directed towards a method of repairing a hernia or tissue body defect yet the body of the 
claim is only directed to the filling of a hernia space. Suggested language might be 
"...into a hernia space or said body tissue defect." Such a correction may overcome the 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph but would still not overcome the below 35 U.S.C. 102 
rejection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sharkey et al. 
(6,099,514). Sharkey et al. discloses that herniations ("fissures") can be repaired by 
injecting fillers, i.e. collagen. The collagen is injected dissolved or as a fine slurry (col. 
16, lines 50-60).
